He says that this ' 
miracle was wrought in 134*. dwte| the ' 
month of March To be exact it w»> on 
the morning of March Nib, IMS, and for 
several hours the wonderful torrent did 
ceaae to flow, and the river ran dry 
The preceding winter had bei n a severe 
one. and the ice which had formed in 
Lake Erie was of phenomenal thickness. 
There came on March 27th I sudden ex- 
ceedingly warm spell, whicn melted the 
snows, and then a warm rain poured 
down in torrents during the entire day 
of the 3Sth of March. The Ira whs 
loosened, and a strong Hast, wind drove 
It far out into the lake during the nicjit. 
Rut at sunrise on the ttth the wind . one 
from the West. and. as the -illor- sat, it
